*4) CASE NO. Z-393-04-1.  Request by Alice Wolfrey to rezone 2.991 acres from RA 

(Rural Area) to CS (Commercial Service).  The Comprehensive Plan designates 
this area as Commercial but does not indicate specific densities.  The property is 
located on Route 3 in the Stevensburg Magisterial District.  Tax Map/Parcel 
No.67/38A, 38G (Portion). 

 
*5) GIBSON MILL – 12 LOT SUBDIVISION.  Request by Trigon Development for 

approval of a 12-lot subdivision.  The property is located on Routes 719 and 641 
in the Salem Magisterial District and contains 18.53 acres.  Tax Map/Parcel No. 
39/92G. 

 
*6) CASE NO. U-915-04-2.  Request by Raymond Bender for approval of an 

amendment to a use permit, amending a condition on Case No. U-915-99-1 to 
allow expansion of a retirement/nursing home facility from a maximum 14-bed 
facility to a maximum of 25 beds.  The property is located on Route 684 in the 
Stevensburg Magisterial District and contains 24.32 acres.  Tax Map/Parcel No.
